About 150 residents crowded 
the council chamber and lobby 
Monday for an information 
meeting held to gather public 
input on a proposai that 
requires Official Plan and zon¬ 
ing amendments for a 76-unit 
apartment building that would 
face on to Mary St. and cover 
two long, narrow residential 
lots that cover about an acre. 

The concerns of those who 
spoke Included the height of 
the budding, so out of charac¬ 
ter on a street of bungaiows 
with the occasional two-storey 
house, as well as the density, 
increased traffic at an aheady- 
congested location, parking 
problems, and the precedent 
that would be set for other 
developers to fill residential 
lots with highrises.

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Planners promise second meeting for public input

The owner of a Virgil 
hotel is hoping to turn her 
huilding into apartments. 

A public information 
meeting at the town hall 
Monday to talk about the 
rezoning application drew 
questions about parking and 
the size of the apartments. 

Planning consultant John 
Perry was representing 
Kathy Poursanidis, owner of 
Victoria Suites Inn on 
Niagara Stone Road in 
Vir^. 

She has asked the Town 
for a rezoning to allow her to 
return the zoning on the 
property to residential so 

rentals into six long-term 
rentals, she says. 

She has been diagnosed 
with multiple sclerosis, and 
can’t work the long hours 
the hotel required - some¬ 
one had to be onsite 24 
hours a day. 

The hotel closed at the 


end of 2013, and she has 
been working on an interior 
redesign since, she said. 

Nothing will change from 
the outside - the footprint of 
the building remains the 
same, as does the landscap¬ 
ing. 

“This conversion is inter¬ 
nal only and nothing out¬ 
side from trees to grass will 
change," she said. 

Eleven parking spaces 
will be reduced to 10 spaces, 
she said - and the building 
requirements are only one 
per apartment There will be 
one space large enough for a 
wheelchair ramp, and on 
the Henegan Rd. side of the 
property, if tenants need 
two parking spaces, there is 
room for two cars behind 
each other without taking 
up a second space, she said. 

The bmlding is three 
floors, including the base¬ 
ment, each floor with 1,700 
sq.ft.

ft. units in the basement, 
and those on the main and 
upper levels will be 800 sq.

Niagara-on-the-Lake’s 
two politicians with seats 
on regionai council have 
differing views on whether 
there is a threat to Upper 
Canada Lodge, hut both 
agree they’ll fight if to keep 
it open if it ever conies to 
that. 

Lord Mayor Pat Darte is 
concerned that residents 
are worried unnecessarily 
about the future of the 
regional long-term care 
home in Niagara-on-the- 
Lake. 

The facility was built in 
1988 and requires renova¬ 
tions to meet current stan- 

At last week's council 
meeting, Darte and 
Regional Conn. Gary 
Burroughs were asked to 
begin talks at the Region 
about maintaining services 
at Upper Canada Lodge, 
amid rumours that the 
Region might be consider¬ 
ing closing it. 

Darte said he'd already 
started the dialogue 
when that motion was 
made, and has met since 
with the Region's chief 
administrative officer 
Harry Schlange. 

It's expected the 
Region will be looking at 
three of its long-term 
care homes, in Niagara 
Falls, Fort Erie and 
Niagara-on-the-Lake, he 

His sense is “we prob¬ 
ably don’t need to 
worry." 

The issue is likely to 
come up for discussion, 
though, he added. 

“Everything comes up 
for discussion sooner or 
later - what matters is the 
way we handle it.” 

But he doesn’t believe 
there is any immediate 
threat to the facility, he 
said. 

"And if there was, I

guarantee I would rally the 
troops and not accept it. 
Over my dead body will 
they take that away.” 

The amount the Region 
would save by closing it is 
not enough to make it 
worthwhile, he said. 

“I can’t imagine them 
taking it away. The amount 
they would save, compared 
to the media flak Aey’d 
receive, wouldn’t be worth 

There have been no 
reports or recent discus¬ 
sions that lead him to think 
there is any reason to be 
fearful, he said. 

"Gary and I would both 
be fighting tooth and nail if 
we had to.” 

The Region has been 
looking at ways to finance 
the renovations, he said, so 
the cost is unlikely to be a 


Burroughs says the con¬ 
cern began with a report 
about bringing Upper 
Canada Lodge and a simi¬ 
lar home in Fort Erie - both 
are small, at 80 beds - up to 
fire code. 

Because of their size, 
they are not considered “as 
viable as the others in the 
region, which are consid¬ 
erably larger,” he said. 

The Region is, by law,

long-term care home, but

The discussion about 
closing seniors’ homes 
“started, then stopped,” 
Burroughs said. 

"For us to have to go to 
St. Catharines for a seniors’ 
home would be devastat¬ 
ing. We need a facility in 
NOTE.” 

Burroughs says he 
would like a commitment 
from the region saying 
“we’re not closing Upper 
Canada Lodge” - in fact 
he’d like to stop the discus¬ 
sion on closure of any 
long-term care homes. 


with a shortage of beds in 
the region. 

"I’d love to think I’m 
over-reacting and that 
Upper Canada Lodge is 
safe,” he said. 

He expects the discus¬ 
sions will be starting soon, 
as the upgrades for the 
facility will have to be in 
next year’s capital budget. 

But even with the cost 
of upcoming renovations. 
Upper Canada is “efficient, 
affordable," and always 
full, he said. 

He and the lord mayor 
will have to be part of those 
discussions, and agrees 
they will both fight any 
attempt to close Upper 
Canada Lodge. 

“We need it here in our 
community,” said 
Burroughs. 

“We need to keep well- 
informed. We need to 
know what’s happening. 


what are the current 
reports, what is the timing 
for discussions. It’s our 
issue as long as we want it 
to be," he said.

Town planners get an earful 


Years ago, the Town planning depart¬ 
ment began holding public information 
meetings very early in the planning pro¬ 
cess, whenever an application for a zon¬ 
ing or Official Plan amendment was 
received. 

It’s not a meeting that is required by 
planning legislation - it’s just an attempt 
in a town where development is often 
contentious to give residents their say at 
the beginning of the process. It gives plan¬ 
ners and developers a heads-up about 
what pitfalls may lie ahead, and a chance 
to find compromises where possible and 
make the path a litde smoother for all, 
residents included. 

Monday’s meeting about a proposal for 
a 76-unit, fonr storey apartment on Mary 
St. in the Old Town was one of those held 
for public input, and the planning staff 
heard an earful from residents who are 
angry, frustrated and for those who live 
closest to the property, scared. 

The phrase "the beginning of the end” 


was repeated often, with slight changes in 
wording but not meaning. 

mostly in bungalows. The end of privacy. 
Possibly an end to the high retd estate 
value they’ve accrued. 

But that wasn’t their main concern. 
They’re worried about precedent. If these 
two narrow lots In the Old Town can be 
turned into an apartment building, there 
isn’t a nook or cranny that is safe from 
development. 

Residents know the history in town - 
developers sometimes have to compro¬ 
mise, but they don’t walk away. They pull 
the Ontario Municipal Board card, and 
council folds. It’s provincial policies that 
get them every time - policies that may 
work in larger urban centres, in cities, but 
not in small towns where heritage preser¬ 
vation is important. 

Is the fear warranted? Only time and 
the Town plannetscantell,andthey aren’t 
saying - yet.

According to the Town's 


licensing bylaws, a vacation 
rental can only have three 
bedrooms, and neighbour 
J.R, Shankman said at last 
Monday’s council meeting 
that the Gate St. property 
has been issued cottage 
licences twice despite the 
fact that there are more 
than three bedrooms for 

In addition, he said the 
house “disregarded the use 
of the amenity area,” noting 
there is a large deck on the 
side of the property, visible 
to the street, with seating 
for up to eight people, and 
that the property owner 
“duped the town staff" by 
temporarily covering one of 


the bedroom windows to 
avoid applying for a villa 
licence which would allow 
them to accommodate 
more guests. 

“The town must protect 
the residents,” he said. 

“The house is unkempt 
and overgrown with weeds,” 
Shankman added. 

Chief administrative 
ofBcer Mike Galloway said 
issues regarding this prop¬ 
erty have been ongoing for 
a long time and there is a lot 
of documentation from the 
town’s solicitor over the 
past two and half years.

accommodation bylaws 
were under review and 
there was a moratorium 
on new licences, he said. 
Once the owners reap¬ 
plied, they were issued a 
second licence. 

Because the deck the 
neighbour referred to is on 
the side of the house, it's 
not considered amenity 
space under the bylaw, but 
it's still perfectly legal to 
use it as a deck, Henricks 
explained. 

Vacation rentals serve 
an important purpose in 
NOTL, offering an alterna¬ 
tive form of accommoda¬ 
tion for visitors and bring¬ 
ing millions of dollars Into 
town in tourism revenue, 
said Janet Trogdon, but as 
important to them is 
ensuring their rentals fit 
into the neighbourhood. 

She turns down about 
50% of the requests she 
gets for bookings, she says. 
She talks to every poten¬ 
tial guest to get a sense of 
what they’re looking for, 
and if she feels they might 
not fit in - if they sound 
like they might be looking 
for a party house - she 
turns them down. 

“We want to be good 
neighbours, and responsi¬ 
ble and respectful mem¬ 
bers of the community,” 
she said.

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St. Mark’s looking for info about First World War veterans

St. Mark’s Church would 
like some help memorializ¬ 
ing about 70 parishioners 
who served their country in 
defence of peace during the 
First World War. 

About seven or eight 
years ago a tin war memori¬ 
al was found in a pile of rub¬ 
bish, says Donald Combe, a 
member of the church's 
archives committee. 

It was saved and put 
aside with other archives, 
and now, as part of First 
World War commemora- 

repatriated" to a place of 
distinction in the church, 
said Combe. 

But first, it requires refur¬ 
bishment. Parishioner Don 
MacLeod, known for his 


“attention to detail," is doing 
the painstaking job of paint¬ 
ing over the names on the 
plaque, which were hand¬ 
written, without the help of 
stencils. 

The memorial “Is a won¬ 
derful piece of Canadiana,” 
says MacLeod. 

“It’s quintessential 
Canadian, decorated with 
paintings of maple leaves 
and beavers." 

Then the worn plaque 
will be repaired before being 
restored to a place on the 
wall of the church. 

And while that Is taking 
place. Combe and Fred 
Habermehl, both historians 
and authors, are trying to 
find as much information as 
they can about the names of 
the 70 people - 69 men and 
one woman - who are listed 
on the plaque. 

Habermehl has been

going through papers at the 
church to find any details he 
can about the people on the 
plaque, he said. 

“About many of them, we 

some, we have litde or noth¬ 
ing. If anyone knows any¬ 
thing at all about any of 
these people we'd like them 
to contact us so we can have 
a fuller record.” 

The plan is to publish a 
book about them, what they 
may have done during the 
war, whether they returned 
to Niagara and what role 
they played in the commu¬ 
nity if they did, said 
Habermehl. 

The book will be placed 
on a stand under the 
plaque. 

“We’d like to see these 
people of World War I not 
swallowed up by the mys¬ 
teries of history,” said 
Habermehl. 

Most of them served in 
the Canadian Expeditionary 
Forces - the Canadian army 
of the First World War, which 
included nurses and chap¬ 
lains as well as soldiers. 

The woman on the 
plaque, Muriel Armstrong, 


was a nursing sister who 
tended to wounded soldiers 
during the war. 

Some of the people listed 
returned from the war, some 
did not, and some settled in 
other areas, said Habermehl, 
but many are familiar family 
names in Niagara. Some are 
buried in St. Mark’s 

There are others whose 
names could have been 
included on the plaque but 
weren’t, and he’d like to 
hear about them as well, so 
they can be mentioned in 
the book. 

“Most were just boys, or 
at most young married men. 
All were members of St. 

And some still have fam¬ 
ily who are members of the 
congregation, he said.
